ORIGIN OF MATERIAL: (a) Rosh Pinah, Lüderitz-Süd Distr., Namibia, 
Nordenstam & Lundgren 458 (S); (b) 13 km S of Rosh Pinah, Lüderitz-Süd 
Distr., Namibia, Nordenstam & Lundgren 529 (S). 


METHOD OF PREPARATION: Root tip material. Feulgen/Acetic orcein stain- 
ing. 


OsseERVATION: No significant differences were observed in the karyotypes 
of the two populations. The idiogram is based on four metaphase plates of 
the collection no. 458 and five of no. 529. The chromosomes vary in length 
between ca. 2 and 9 ym. This appears to be a first generic record.
